g IBj — I have the honour to transmit, for the information of His Excellency the 
Lord lieutenant, s umm aries of the returns with respect to the Local Taxation of 
Ireland for 1866-67-68, which have been collected with a view of obtaining, under the 
authority of the Lord Lieutenant, information corresponding as closely as possible with 
that which has been for some years collected as to the local taxation of England and 
Wales under the Local Taxation .Returns Act (23 and 24 Vic., c. 51), and which is 
annually presented to Parliament. 

The important distinctions between Irish and English Local Taxation, mentioned in my 
last Report, still exist. Church rates in England, though no longer a compulsory charge, 
still exist as a voluntary rate, and largely swell the annual burden of local taxation m 
England, the annual receipts having diminished about one-third. In Ireland Church 
rates have been abolished since 1 S33. Tolls are also still levied at turnpikes m England 
to the amount of nearly one million sterling annually. Turnpikes were abolished m 
Ireland in 1857— since which date the county roads have been maintained out of Grand

As I have already mentioned, the number of towns possessing special Acts has increased Towns under 
each year, and eight towns and townships will be found in the Appendix XVIII. for 1S68. Special Local Acts. 
In the present year a new Act was obtained for Sligo, which hitherto had Commissioners 
acting under an old Act of 1809 (49 Geo. III.), with powers quite distinct from the 
Town Council. The important town of Kingstown will appear in 1869 in the same 
Appendix, a new Act having been obtained last Session. 

The Dublin Metropolitan Police Commissioners levy rates on real property within the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police District, as well as duties on hackney carriages, pawnbrokers, 
and publicans. These funds are applied in aid of the cost of maintaining the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police. 

The total number of towns in Ireland under Municipal government in Ireland was 
105 in 1866, 106 in 1867, and 107 in 1868. The average amount of local taxation 
and other receipts for town purposes in Ireland for the three years 1 866-7-8 was 
£448,399 Is. 6d. ' The total amounts for each year will be found in the general sum- 
maries for each year prefixed to the Appendices. 

The tolls levied at markets and fairs are included in the receipts of the various Tolls at Markets 
municipal bodies in Ireland. In accordance with the principle under which the English and Fairs. 

Returns are compiled, as laid down in Stat. 23 & 24 Vic., c. 51, no returns have been 
sought where these tolls are private property. It appears from the returns that in 
twenty-three towns tolls and dues are levied at markets and fairs, and applied to town 
purposes. 

The Grand Jury cess in the four principal towns in Ireland — Dublin, Belfast, Cork, II. Gran 

and Limerick is under the control of the Town Councils of those towns, the town of Ces8 - 

Belfast having been separated from the counties of Antrim and Down, in which it lies, 
for that purpose. In all other towns Grand Jury cess is still under the control of the 
Grand Jury of the county or county of city, who sometimes make grants to the municipal 
bodies to have the work of paving and repairing the town executed. In most cases it is 
done by the officers of the Grand Jury directly, and does not enter into the town accounts. 

Wherever such o-rants are returned as made, they will be found under the head of 
“ Presentments” in the summaries of the Town Returns. These sums are of course also 
returned in the Appendices, which contain the entire presentments of Grand Jury cess 
in Ireland for the three years 1866-7-8. The double return is, however, corrected in the

£1 No returns' were received of tolls levied at bridges and ferries in Ireland during 1866-7-8, Tolls at Bridges 

and, although there are still such tolls levied, they are yearly becoming so few and so small * erries - 

in amount that it does not seem necessary to make a separate estimate for them. IN early 

aH the bridges of Ireland are now in the hands of the Grand Juries, and are maintained 

out of Grand Jury Cess, the tolls having been abolished. Some, such as New Ross, 

have been thrown open, the debt on the bridge having been remitted by Parliament, and 

one or two have been mortgaged to the Commissioners of Public Works. The receipts 

of the Iron Bridge in Dublin, and the Cork City ferries are included m the Town Returns. 

Returns were received from thirty-six harbours and piers for dues levied m 1866-7-8. Eta 
Returns are also received from sixteen harbours of dues leviec l by private authonfy 

which are therefore excluded from the scope of this Report. Estimates are added of 

receipts from thirteen harbours which have made no return; and estimates, based on 
the returns of 1865, have been added to the amounts returned.

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amount, this tax deserves notice, as it presses heavily on the poorer classes, who pay it 
exclusively. 

The sums paid in Ireland as contributions to the Mercantile Marine Fund, under 
various authorities, are abstracted from the return annually made to Parliament, and 
s umm arized in Part VI. These sums include light dues of Irish lighthouses and fees 
paid at various shipping offices in Ireland under the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854. 

Circulars were addressed to Clerks of the Crown, Clerks of the Peace, and Secre- 
taries to Grand Juries in Ireland, asking for Returns of all fees and emoluments received 
by them and annually returned by them to the various Grand Juries, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Statutes regulating their offices. No returns, however, have 
been received. The Committee of the House of Commons, upon Grand Jury Present- 
ments, which sat in 1868, has recommended a re-arrangement of the duties of these 
offices, and the amount and application of these fees will come into consideration upon 
such re-arrangement. The returns were therefore not pressed for. 

It is to be regretted that the Schedules in the Appendices are somewhat incomplete, 
by reason of a number of applications for returns having been disregarded. It is to be 
remembered, however, that there is no statutory power in Ireland to enforce these returns, 
such as exists in England, and that it is solely owing to the courtesy and public spirit of 
the various officers and public bodies, that so much valuable information is here presented.

In the northern comities where the valuation has 
has been comparatively recent, it is believed to he within 20 per cent, of the fair letting 
value of land on good estates, not including the interest of yearly tenants or buildings ; 
while in the south, where no alteration has been made in the basis adopted in the 
valuation made during the period following the famine of 1846-7, when the poor rates 
were high and the state of agriculture depressed, the valuation is believed to be still 
more below the letting value. To whatever extent this is the case, the poundage rate of 
local taxation in Ireland appears higher than it really is. 

The value of rateable property in England and "Wales is not compared with the amount 
of local taxation, in the returns presented annually under the Local Taxation Returns 
Act. It is, however, given elsewhere (Par. Pap., No. 497, 1868). It compares with the 
valuation of Ireland as follows : —

•The Grand Jury cess and the poor rates are levied upon the same valuation (made by 
the Commissioners of Valuation for Ireland under Statute 15 & 16 Vic., c. 8, and the 
subsequent Acts, 17 & 18 Vic., c. 8, and 23 Vic., c. 4), which, as already stated, amounted 
in 1868 to £13,064,116, giving for Grand Jury cess an average of Is. 8 \d. in the £1, 
and for poor rates an average of Is. od. in the £1, which amounts to a total average 
of 3s. 1 ■!<•/•. in the £l, for both these rates, which are the principal taxes in districts 
outside towns under Town Councils and Town Commissioners.
